BARTLETT FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF TRUSTEES FOR YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1915 


At the first meeting of the trustees, R. E. Andrew was 
elected president; Marion R. Stoddard, Secretary; F. L 
Garland, treasurer. 

Many of the books being badly damaged by the fire, the 
trustees found it necessary to recatalogue the library. For 
that reason it was closed during a period of six weeks, during 
which time the trustees examined every book and repaired 
about one hundred volumes, rejecting such as were found to 
be unfit for further use. Such volumes as were thought to 
be of permanent value were replaced, or will be. ‘The trus- 
tees also prepared the catalogue for publication and added a 
a number of new shelves. 

At the date of this report the library contains 963 vol- 
umes, eighty-seven of which have been added during the year. 
There has been anaverage of seventy-five volumes loaned 
weekly.

Superintendent's Report 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF BARTLETT: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen :— | 

I have the honor and privilege to submit to you my 
third annual report of the Bartlett public schools for the year 
1914, it being the fourth in the series of such reports. 

In all the schools the State Program of Studies has been 
used as a basis and guide for our curriculum. ‘The new de- 
vices introduced last year have been continued with Satis- 
factory results to all concerned. 


The regular books and supphes required by law have 
been furnished besides some supplementary reading which 
gives variety and life to the reading in all the schools. 
Another year, it will be necessary to make some changes in 
arithmetics as the ones we are now uSing are nearly worn out. 


A few new histories have been purchased to take the 
place of some that were worn out. Some recent hygiene 
readers have been purchased to supplement those that we are 
now using. : 


Perception cards are used with good results in the lower 
grades in reading and arithmetic. Special effort is being 
made to get a good foundation laid for reading and the 
ability to work in the four processes correctly and rapidly in 
arithmetic. 

Teachers’ meetings have not been held in the town dis- 
trict. The problems of the teacher are considered at the 
time of my visit and suggestions made as to means of solu- 
tion. It is also at this time that suggestions are made as to 
methods and grading of classes. Occasionally, I take a class 
for arecitation to test the work and thoroughness of the class 
work. This method seems to work to the best advantage to 
all concerned. ; 

In the special district, teachers’ meetings have been 
held where topics of general educational interest and methods 
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have been discussed in addition to the individual conferences. 

One special feature in our schools is of interest because 
it is the first thing of the kind in the district. It has been 
carried on in the Hill Town school for more than a year. It 
is one of the best supplementary features in our schools as it 
leads to better habits and health for the children. It is 
having something prepared at the school in the shape of 
warm cocoa or soup to go with the cold lunches that the 
children bring. ‘The pupils were in the habit of eating their 
lunch in about two minutes and that usually while rnnning 
about the school room or yard. Now they sit at a table and 
have some warm drink prepared by the teacher this year. 
Last year, it was prepared by one of the older girls under 
the direction of the teacher. None of the school time is 
used in the preparation of the lunch and all materials are 
supplied by. pupils. and teacher. ‘The people in the com- 
munity have generously supplied the necessary utensils. In 
all the schools where many children take their lunches, some 
arrangement ought to be made so that something warm could 
be prepared to go with the cold lunches. In schools where 
there are large girls as pupils, they could be taught to do the 
work directed by the teacher. It would be good lessons in 
domescic science and of a very practical and beneficial 
nature. 

The girl who prepared the lunches for the children in 
the Hill Town school last year learned to sew, crochet, and 
embroider at the noon hour and recesses. I saw some of the 
work ‘which would do credit to a person with much more 


experience. 

_ Special exercises have been held in all schools in com- 
meration of the various holidays. Some schools have given 
entertainments and with the funds have purchased decora- 
tions and materials for the schools. The pupils in two of 
the lower rooms of the special district have gotten up soap 
clubs and purchased supplementary books for reading. Miss 
Bean’s room have also purchased a bit of statuary for the 
room—the first in the building. 


TEACHERS 
Town District. Hill Town school, Inez M. Jackson 
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teacher: Goodrich Falls school, Arthur G. Lord teacher ; 
Glen school, Alice G. Martin teacher; and lower Bartlett, 
Mable Hill teacher for spring term, Sophie Nickerson for 
the fall term and Alice Parkman for the winter term. 

All but Miss Martin and Miss Nickerson are normal- 
trained. All but one have attended a county teachers’ con- 
vention during the year. 

Special District. At the close of the school last June 
Misses Morrison and Williams resigned and Hildegarde 
Hedberg and Florence Leighton were secured to fill the 
positions respectively, while the same teachers, as last year, - 
have had charge of the grammar and primary rooms, namely, 
Fred A. Pearson and Nina F. Bean. - All are normal trained 
teachers. All have attended a county teachers’ convention 
during the year. Miss Esther B. Cowden is the special 
teacher of music and drawing. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING 


Music and drawing have been continued in the special 
district as last year under the supervision and direction of 
Miss Cowden. Miss Cowden visits the school each week. 
The results are very gratifying. There will be an exhibit of 
the work at the close of the school in June as last year. 

In the town district, the drawing has been carried on by 
the different teachers individually. The work has not been‘ 
very systematic owing to the different ideas of the teachers. 
Some very satisfactory sketches have been made. 

The work in drawing consists of color and nature work 
in the fall; design, structural work and object drawing 
during the winter term; with decorative design and flowe 
painting in the spring. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S TIME 
I have attended three county teachers’ institutes, taking 
part in one at Tuftonboro, one state teachers’ association, 
two meetings of superintendents at Plymouth, conducted two 
state teachers’ examinations, taken three courses in education 
at Dartmouth Sumner School and have made 92 visits in the 
special district and 70 in the town district during the past 
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year. Mytime is divided as follows: % to Conway, $ to 
Madison, ¢ to Bartlett Town and ¢ to Bartlett Special.
